London, Feb. 2.—“A menacing po- 
sition,” is the heading in the first of 
a series of articles which the Times 
is running dealing with the problem 
of a common empire policy. The writ- 
er, while dismissing the bulk of ordi- 
nary diplomatic procedure as offering 
comparatively very little difficulty, de- 
clares that the real danger lies in the 
international issues which are contin.

ger of war because, although the dom- 
inions have secured the right to ab- 
stain from any war in which other 
parts of the empire are involved, the 
only practical way of escaping was i 
secession from the empire. 


Chanak Letter Climax 
The Times, commenting on this 
matter in an editorial, recalls the his- 
toric letter sent out by the British 
government to the dominions at the 
time when war with Turkey seemed 
inevitable, remarkable that if war en-

London, Feb. 3.—Apropos of the 
announcement that the Canadian 
government is making arrangements

Columbia’s new beer halls will oper- 
ate from 10 a.m. to 11 p.m., there will 
be no bars or barmaids; dancing will 
be taboo and the rules are designed 
to prevent any return to the “beer 
cabaret,” so prevalent in B.C. some 
years ago, according to beer regula- 
tions announced by Attorney-General 
A. M. Manson today. 

“We have applied ourselves to the 
simple construction of the legislation 
It is a straight case of relief to a 
parching thirst in the simplest man- 
ner possible,” said Hugh Davidson, 
sole liquor commissioner. 

It is specified that patrons may 
enter halls from a door opening on 
the street. Beer premises in prac- 
tically all cases will be part of an 
hotel; but there must be no door 
connecting with the hotel, 

Before patrons enter they may 
glance in through the window if they 
wish, for no blinds or screens are to 
be allowed; the inlook like the out- 
look, is open to the public. 

The room will contain chairs, tables 
and waiters. Only young men who 
are British subjects and otherwise 
eligible to get on the voters’ list, can 
be employed. The commissioner thus 
hopes to head off .an invasion of 
foreign ex-bartenders. The pro- 
prietor, likewise, must be British and 
eligible to vote. 

The upstanding bar and brass rail 
will be conspicuous by their absence, 
and this is expected to eliminate the 
system of wholesale treating in vogue 
in the old days. 

Beer, and beer only, will be sold. 
Licenses do not provide for light or 
heavy wines or for porter or ale, or 
even soft drinks and sandwiches. 

Draught and bottled beer will be 
on sale, with as high as four and one- 
half per cent. alcoholic content, and 
not lower than three and a half per 
cent., it being considered by experts 
that this strength will give the best 
tasting and most wholesome drink. 

Provision is being made for sale 
of beer in “wet spots” only of those 
electoral districts which voted for 
beer in the June plebiscite. Thus,
